Fowls  must  have  free  ac¬ 
cess  to  cnslk  or  lime  for  the  shell  of  their 
eggs,  and  grit  or  gravel  to  grind  the  food 
ir>  their  giixarda.  They  luxuriate  on  grass 
or  clover,  which  are  necessity  for  them. 
In  winter  they  like  mangolds  or  swe«l«s 
They  must  Itave  access  to  plenty  of  pure 
water.  The  qu-lity  of  the  eggs  depends 
upon  the  quality  of  the  food.  They,  like 
ourselves,  like  shade  in  summer  and  w*riu 
sheltered  corners  in  winter.  They  most 
have  Mime  secern  to  shelter  in  wet  weather. 
Fowls  wi  I  not  lie  long  hsulthy  on  the 
s.uv-  ground*  or  yards — the  earth  grt*- 
tainted.  Therefore,  to  prevent  disease 
' im  amJ  salt  your  yards  sad  thdfr  ueti  d 
pasture  *-nce  a  year,  Say  in  autumn,  when 
the  raina  will  wash  it  wait  in  aud  sweeten 
the  surface. 

Broods  of  chicken*  never  do  better  with 
ne  than  on  the  grawy  brows  nr  patches
